1 . WP ON EGGS MET DECEMBER 8 AND 9. EINAL REPORT TO 
CP'S BEING PREPARED FOR THURSDAY, DECEMBER 1 1 A M. 

MEETING OE W.P. CONCLUSIONS TO BE INCLUDED IN REPORT AND 
ASSESSMENT OF WP DISCUSSIONS FOLLOWS. BRAZIL AND INDIA 
NOT PRESENT, WILL NOT PARTICIPATE IN REPORT SESSION. 

2. ALTHOUGH U.S. DEL MADE PERSISTENT EEFORTS TO DEMON- 
STRATE INEEEECTIVENESS OE SYSTEM, OTHER WP MEMBERS 
CONCLUDED THAT CEMA SYSTEM IS INCONEORMITY WITH 
ARTICLE XI (C) (I). AUSTRALIA STATED THAT DESPITE OBVIOUS 
PROBLEMS IN CANADIAN SYSTEM, AUSTRALIA BELIEVES THE 
SYSTEM DOES CONSTITUTE PRODUCTION CONTROL SYSTEM 
CONEORMING TO THE REQUIREMENTS OE ARTICLE XL JAPAN 
STATED THAT THEY COULD NOT EIND FACTORS WHICH SHOW 
THE SYSTEM DOES NOT COMPLY WITH ARTICLE XI SO CONCLUDED

4. ON QUESTION 2 (BASIS FOR DETERMINING IMPORT QUOTA), 

U.S. DEL GAVE EXAMPLES OE REPRESENTATIVE PERIODS 

WHICH WOULD BE MORE APPROPRIATE THAN DOWN CYCLE CHOSEN 
BY CANADA, INCLUDING 67-71 PERIOD AND LONGER PERIODS 
WHICH TAKE TRADE ELUCTUATIONS INTO ACCOUNT. WP MEMBERS 
EXPRESSED OPINIONS THAT TRADE WAS SUCH THAT FLUCTUATIONS 
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AND SPECIAL FACTORS WERE IMPORTANT ELEMENTS IN DETER- 
MINING PROPER BASE PERIOD UNDER ARTICLE XI AND THAT 
PROPER RATIO BETWEEN IMPORTS AND PRODUCTION SHOULD BE 
APPLIED IN DETERMINING THE QUOTA. BECAUSE WP MEMBERS 
FELT THIS INFORMATION NOT AVAILABLE, NO DECISION AS TO

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5. WP, HOWEVER, AGREED THAT THE QUOTA SHOULD REPRESENT 

A BALANCE, WITH BOTH UP AND DOWN TRADE YEARS CONSIDERED. 
CHAIRMAN SUGGESTED ONE POSSIBLE PERIOD JUNE I, 1967 - 
MAY 31, 1973 (APPROXIMATELY 83,000 CASES SHELL EGGS 
AVERAGE). U.S. DEL SUGGESTED 1966 BE INCLUDED TO PROVIDE 
AN EQUAL NUMBER OE UP AND DOWN YEARS. EC SAID ALTHOUGH 
THEY WERE NOT WILLING TO SAY CANADIAN QUOTA NOT IN 
CONFORMITY WITH ARTICLE XI, THEY FELT A HIGHER QUOTA 
WAS MORE APPROPRIATE AND GAVE RATIONALE FOR USING LONGER 
BASE PERIOD WHICH INCLUDED AN EQUAL NUMBER OF UP AND 
DOWN YEARS. JAPAN ALSO PLACED GREAT EMPHASIS ON CONCEPT

6. WP AGREED THAT REPORT WOULD REFLECT VIEW OF WP 
MEMBERS THAT US-CANADA SHOULD DISCUSS QUOTA WITH ABOVE 
SUGGESTIONS AS GUIDES. CANADA DEL STATED WILLINGNESS 

TO TAKE RECOMMENDATIONS OF WP BACK TO CANADIAN GOVERN- 
MENT FOR CONSIDERATION. 

7. ON QUESTION 3 (NULLIFICATION OR IMPAIRMENT), THE 

WP DID NOT REACH A CONCLUSION ON THE ISSUE AS REGARDS 
THIS PARTICULAR CASE. 

8. CANADA DEL RAISED INTERPRETIVE ISSUE BY PRO- 
POSING THAT ARTICLE XI IS SELP-BALANCING AND UNIQUE AND 
THEREFORE IS BEYOND THE REACH OP ARTICLE XXIII NULLIFICATION 
OR IMPAIRMENT. U.S. DEL STATED THAT A CLEAR NULLIFICATION 
OR IMPAIRMENT EXISTS WHEN A QR IS PLACED ON A BOUND 

ITEM. AUSTRALIAN DEL SUPPORTED US VIEW FULLY. JAPAN 
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DEL STATED HIS GOVERNMENT NOT WILLING TO MAKE STATEMENT 
ON THIS DIFPICULT QUESTION. EC SUPPORTED CANADA VIEW 
THAT THERE NO IMPAIRMENT. EC STATED THAT SO LONG AS NO 
COUNTRY INSISTED THAT ITS OWN INTERPRETATION BE INCLUDED 
IN THE REPORT, EC WOULD NOT PUSH FOR INCLUSION 
OF EC OR CANADA VIEW. US AND AUSTRALIAN DELS DECIDED 
THAT TO AVOID LANGUAGE THAT COULD LATER BE CITED AS 
POTENTIALLY LEGITIMATE INTERPRETATION OF ARTICLE XI AS 
REGARDS NULLIFICATION OR IMPAIRMENT, A NEUTRAL STATEMENT 
BY WP WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE. STATEMENT IN REPORT IS 
TO BE NEUTRAL AND IN NO WAY PRECEDENTAL EITHER AS TO
